MISSOURI’S  SCHOOL  NEEDS  CAN 
BE  MET. 

-  Missouri  can  take  no  pride  in  the  edu¬ 
cational  conditions  to  which  attention 
has  been  directed  by  teachers  of  the 
state  Avho  have  been  meeting  at  St. 
Louis.  Some  of  tho  facts  brought  out 
have  not  been  so  widely  known.  It  is 
shown,  for  example,  that  Missouri  is 
among  the  ten  leading  states  of  tho 
country  in  population  and  wealth;  yet 
school  authorities  in  a  recent  year  gave 
tho  state  an  educational  rank  of  thirty- 
third.  It  was  held  further  that  tho 
pay  of  teachers  below  high  sbliool  rank 
was  inordinately  low,  and  that  Missouri 
avas  one  of  tho  few  states  in  which 
there  had  been  evideneo  of  a  declino 
in  teacher  salaries  as  compared  with 
two  years  ago.  Figures  also  were  pro¬ 
duced  to  show  that  in  expenditure  for 
higher  education  for  each  $100,000  in 
wealth,  Missouri  is  thirty-seventh 
among  the  states. 

The  school  problem  of  this  state, 
from  the  standpoint  of  financial  sup¬ 
port,  has  been  admitted.  It  relates  to 
tho  needs  of  the  institutions  of  high¬ 
er  learning  and  to  the  public  schools, 
especially  tho  rural  schools.  Heavily  in¬ 
creasing  enrollments  of  the  former  have 
come  at  a  time  when  funds  made  avail¬ 
able  for  use  of  the  institutions  have 
been  decreased.  It  is  a  condition  that 
obviously  cannot  bo  allowed  to  con¬ 
tinue  without  serious  results.  The  ru¬ 
ral  schools  require  more  liberal  sup 
port  through  Btate  funds  in  order  that 
educational  opportunities  in  Missouri 
may  bo  equalized. 

In  the  latter  respect,  however,  the 
requirements  can  be  mot  only  in  part 
through  enlarged  financial  support,  so 
far  at  the  stato  as  a  whole  is  concern¬ 
ed.  There  are  local  obligations  that 
cannot  bo  evaded.  Today  somo  of  tho 
rural  districts  have  modern  schools, 
while  others  have  not.  Tho  condition  is 
due  in  somo  measure  to  a  lack  of  local 
enterprise,  but  more  largely  to  tho  ex¬ 
istence  of  an  antiquated  school  district¬ 
ing  system.  That  condition  can  be 
remedied  and  a  proper  basis  for  edu¬ 
cational  progress  laid  in  Missouri  when 
there  arises  a  public  demand  for  a 
redistricting  plan,  a  determination  to 
gain  legislative  support  for  it  and  to 
put  it  into  operation.  Missouri  is  able 
to  support  properly  tho  schools  it  has 
and  to  provido  tho  bettor  schools  it 
needs. — Kansas  City  Star.

American  versatility  has  its  draw¬ 
backs.  Wc  flit  from  ono  interest  to 
another  liko  tho  proverbial  boo  among 
tho  flowors.  Ono  oxnniplo  is.  easily 
pointod  out  in  tho  field  of  education. 

A  few  years  ago  wo  seemed  to  bo  pro¬ 
foundly  impi-osscd  witli  tho  fact  that 
pupils  woro  not  boing  taught  how  to 
study.  Several  books  on  that  subjoct 
appeared.  Articles  woro  written.  Tho 
current  generation  of  teachers  were 
urged  to  muster  tlio  technique  of  study 
nnd  pass  it  on  to  tlioir  children. 

Tho  furor  haB  died  down.  Tests  and 
measures,  homogonoous  grouping,  cur¬ 
riculum-making,  and  other  worthy  top¬ 
ics  have  boon  pressed  on  our  attention, 
and  monnwhilo  nnothor  generation  of 
toachors  bus  succocdod  to  tlio  work  of 
tlio  schools  and  children  continue  to 
fail,  not  so  much  because  thy  Jack 
nativo  ability  ns  becauso  thoy  do  not. 
know  just  how  to  go  about  thoir  tusks. 

Professor  Dowoy  is.roportod  to  liavo 
remarked  in  an  unpublished  locturo: 
“Perhaps  in  no  other  way  could  so 
great  improvement  ho  brought  in  Am¬ 
erican  schools  ns  by  teachers  ovory- 
whoro  with  one  accord  seoiug  to  it  that 
in  every  lesson  tho  pupils  know  just 
what  is  to  bo  dono  and  how  tlioy  are 
to  go  about  doing  it.”  Thut  saying 
indicates  that  tho  direction  of  study 
is  tho  major  task  of  tho  toucher.  If 
so,  all  teaohers  nnd  supervisors  should 
attend  to  it  earnestly  at  the  very  opeu- 
ing  of  the  school  year. 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  so  far 
the  literature  of  the  subject  has  laid 
too  little  stress  on  the  specific  char¬ 
acter  of  learning,  Pupils  must  bo  guid¬ 
ed  not  merely  in  study  but  in  the  study^j^

Blakeslce  of  tho  Ycrkes  Observatory 
staff  of  the  University  of  Chicago  on, 
“Recent  Photography  of  the  Heavens.” 
Mr.  Cook  confined  his  talk  to  com¬ 
ments  on  tho  address,  “Mussolini  and 
tho  New  Italy,”  by  Bruno  Rosclli,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Italian  of  Vassal-  College. 

Mr.  Cook  quoted  Dr.  Rosclli  as  chal¬ 
lenging  us  to  do  more  applied  Demo¬ 
cracy  or  quit  talking  about  it.  “Am¬ 
erica  boasts  of  her  democracy  and  prac¬ 
tices  little,  and  brags  of  her  liberty 
and  has  none,”  the  Italian  speaker 
was  quoted  as  saying.  Mr.  Cook  took 
issue  with  these  statements  and  de¬ 
fended  the  success  of  American  demo¬ 
cracy.  In  closing  his  talk  Mr.  Cook 
said,  “I’ll  make  this  prediction — that 
if  this  distinguished  professor  of  Italian 
would  come  back  to  this  earth  in  a 
thousand  years  from  now  he  would 
find  our  government  still  successfully 
working  under  the  Constitution  and  tho 
principles  of  government  as  laid  down 
by  Thomas  Jefferson  and  find  tho 
Stars  nnd  Stripes  still  waving  over  the 
land  of  tho  free.” 

Miss  Ilclwig  spoke  of  the  first  state 
teachers  convention  held  in  St.  Louis 
in  1856.  Sho  said  thero  were  about 
twenty-two  thousand  members  at  tho 
present  time  and  about  ten  or  twelve 
thousand  wore  at  tho  convention  last 
week.

New  York,  Nov.  11. — Ncnrly  four 
million  pupils  in  the  schools  of  thoj 
United  States  are  participating  in ' 
school  savings  ’banking  and  deposited 
almost  twenty-four  million  dollars  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  ended  June  30,  1027,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  statement  issued  hero  to¬ 
day  by  W.  Espcy  Albig,  Deputy  Man¬ 
ager  of  the  American  Bankers  Asso¬ 
ciation,  in  charge  of  its  various  sav¬ 
ings  activities.  Mr.  Albig ’s  report 
says: 

“Seven  years  ago  the  Savings  Bank 
Division  of  tho  American  Bankers  As¬ 
sociation  reported  2,730  schools  having 
school  savingss.  As  of  Juno  30,  1927, 
the  number  is  12,078.  The  number  of 
pupila  enrolled  in  schools  having  a 
school  savings  system  has  in  that  time 
increased  from  1,015,053  to  4,058,150. 
Tho  number  of  pupils  participating  in 
school  savings  has  increased  from  462,- 
051  to  3,815,785." 

These  figures  indicate  that  whilo  en¬ 
rollment  in  schools  invilved  in  tho 
school  savings  banking  movement  has 
increased  by  358  per  cent  in  tho  period 
covered,  the  numbers  participating  in 
this  type  of  savings  have  grown  by 
724  per  cent.  Mr.  Albig  continues: 

“The  deposits,  which  seven  years 
ago  amounted  to  $2,800,000,  are  con¬ 
trasted  with  deposits  during  tho  past 
year  of  about  $23,700,000.  Tho  net 
savings  ns  of  June  30,  1927,  wore  $9, 
464,178.93,  and  the  bank  balances  $39,- 
137,073.91. 

“In  comparison  with  last  year,  the 
number  of  schools  increased  11.4%;

In 
a  number  of  states,  California,  Con¬ 
necticut,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Now  Jersey, 
Now  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island,  Washington,  and  Wisconsin, 
school  savings  have  assumed  really 
large  proportions.  In  seven  gross  de¬ 
posits  for  the  year  passed  the  million 
mark.  In  New  Cork  it  is  in  excess  of 
three  and  one  half  million  dollars,  and 
in  Pennsylvania,  in  excess  of  four  mil¬ 
lion. 

“School  savings  in  its  inception  at¬ 
tracted  little  attention  from  oducators. 
As  it  has  assumed  a  largeer  place  in 
tho  educational  field,  more  and  moro 
oducators  aro  coming  to  appreciate  its 
value  in  terms  of  social  conduct  of  the 
children  during  school  years  and  lator 
in  life."

When  is  a  Person  Educated? 

In  bis  “Essays  of  1925,”  Jolm  Jay 
Chapman  complains  that  tho  educated 
American  lias  disappeared  from  the 
American  scene.  This  is  the  more 
startling  since  it  comes  at  a  timo  when 
wc  are  sending  graduates  from  our  col- 
legs  and  universities  by  the  thousands 
each  year.  A  collogo  senior  recently 
complained  that  to  bo  a  collogo  grad¬ 
uate  "was  so  common  you  got  no  at¬ 
tention.”  Perhaps  this  is  just  why 
Mr.  Chapman  feels  that  the  passing  of 
the  educated  American  lias  actually 
taken  place.  Perhaps  ho  feels  -that 
with  the  entranco  of  tho  college  gradu¬ 
nto,  there  has  been  the  exit  of  tho 
American  scholar,  nnd  gentleman  as 
wo  know  him  yesterday. 

President  Butler  of  Columbia  Uni¬ 
versity  is  certain  that  we  arc  produc¬ 
ing  no  groat  men  nt  present.  Our  ed¬ 
ucational  institutions,  according  to  his 
logic,  arc  full  of  men  nnd  women  who 
are  mediocre  .ill  their  ability  nnd  less 
than  modiocro  in  fheir  nehevomonts 
if  they  aro  compared  witli  tho  truly 
great  Americans  of  the  nineteenth  con- 
tury.  •  What  has  bccomo  of  tho  Emer¬ 
sons,  Hawthorns,  Whittiors,  Bryants, 
Franklins,  Edwards,  Lowolls,  nnd 
Holmes?  Grnntcd  that  wo  aro  pro¬ 
ducing  n  different  typo  of  personality, 
tho  question  still  presents  itself:  nro 
wo  producing  educated  men .  of  the 
quality  and  genuineness  of  theso  groat 
Americans? 

Who  can  nnswor  tho  question?  Per¬ 
haps  no  person  can  givo  a  good  nns¬ 
wor.  It  is  possiblo,  howover,  to  know 
something  about  tho  qualities  of  nil 
educated  person.  Lot  us  suggest  threo 
of  theso  qualities:  The  educated  man 


Tho  gront  quostiou  of  just  who  should 
and  who  should  nob  go  .havo  [boon 
answered  by  a  man  who  is  not  an  ed¬ 
ucator,  namely  Horbort  Hoover.  It 
is  his  opinion  thqt  ovory  boy  and  girl 
who  can  do. tho  work  should  bo  allowod 
to  go  to  collogo,  for  tho  renson ,  that 
education  is  a  systom  of  winnowing 
and  sifting  tho  population  for  leaders. 
Tho  American  system,  unlike  that  of 
most  foreign  countries  has  never  been 
ono  of  meroly  going  to  got  some  tech¬ 
nique  and  stored  up  knowledge. 

With  850,000  boys  and  girls  in  col¬ 
lege,  it  is  no  wonder  that  tho  United 
Slates  is  loading  tho  world  in  many 
fields.  As  long  as  tho  education  of 
the  average  persons  is  taken  care  of, 
eollegea  should  not  worry  over  who 
should  aid  who  should  not  go  to  sol- 
legs.— Esehangs,

B.  S.  ’27,  who  is  teaching  voice  this 
year  nt  Southwestern  University,  at 
Georgetown  Texas.  Elizabeth  iB  en¬ 
joying  licr  work  and  having  an  inter¬ 
esting  time,  according  to  her  letter 
which  follows: 

“On  the  whole,  I  have  been  well  re¬ 
ceived  hero,  and  I  like  my  work  very 
much.  Tho  people  have  been  lovely 
to  mo,  especially  Dean  Meyer  of  tho 
Music  department.  I  have  ten  pri¬ 
vate  pupils,  two  classes,  and  the  girls 
choral  club.  It  doesn’t  seem  like  a 
very  heavy  schedule,  but  I  find  myself 
tired  at  night,  probably  because  this 
teaching  side  of  it  is  rather  new  to 
me  and  I  haven’t  gotten  fully  adjust¬ 
ed  as  yet.  Mr.  Meyer  is  very  helpful 
and  most  congenial  to  work  with;  I 
think  that  lie  is  satisfied  with  my  work 
so  far.  My  choral  club  lias  good  pos¬ 
sibilities,  and  wc  hope  for  a  success¬ 
ful  year  along  that  line. 

“This  is  a  church  school  of  about 
450  students.  It  is  an  old  institution 
and  lias  many  traditions  which  are 
rigidly  adhered  to.  Tho  buildings,  ex¬ 
cept  the  women’s  building,  aro  quite 
old,  of  native  stone,  ivey-covcrcd,  nnd 
quite  beautiful.  The  new  Women’s 
Building  is  the  last  word  in  elegance 
nnd  convenience.  It  houses  over  two 
hundred  girls  all  tho  time.  The  parlors 
are  magnificent,  and  the  girls  rooms 
are  nicely  furnished.  There  aro  all  the 
conveniences  you  can  imagine,  a  very 
elaborate  buzzer  and  phone  system, 
with  two  phonos  on  each  floor;  also 
about  a  dozen  Frigidniro  fountains  in 
tlie  corrodors.  The  entire  building  is 
on  tiie  order  of  ours  at  Maryvillo  but 
on  a  much  larger  scale.  Tlicro  is  an 
annex  to  this  large  building,  connected 
witliit  by  an  arcade,  whore  tlio  Fino 
Arts  Studios  are  located.  Tho  lower 
floor  of  this  annex  has  tho  dining  hall, 
which  serves  about  250  at  eacli  meal.  I 
am  taking  my  meals  there  nnd  find  the 
food  very  good.  Tlio  second  floor  lias 
tlio  music  studios.  I  am  very  proud 
ol’  mine,  it  is  well  furnished  and  quite 
attractive. 

“I  have  a  pleasant  southeast  room 
in  n  homo  just  across  tho  stroot  from 
the  campus.  Another  teacher  rooms 
here  also.  Wo  linvo  the  bath  between 
our  rooms.  We  have  all  convcnicneos, 
evo  noutsido  doors.  It  is  an  ideal  sit¬ 
uation.  Tlio  other  teacher,  Miss  Wall¬ 
ing  is  a  charming  girl  a  year  older  than 
I.  She  is  a  Phi  Bota  Knppa  from  Texas 
University,  a  very  conscientious  teach¬ 
er,  charming  in  appearnneo  and  lovely 
to  me.  Wo  nro  vory  congonial  and  I 
am  sure  wo  shall  bo  very  good  friondB. 
Miss  Walling  tonclics  Psychology  and 
Economics. 

“I  have  seen  vory  little  of  tho  coun¬ 
try  near  bore;  but  it  is  tlio  host  pan 
of  Texas.  This  is  a  cotton  soction, 


well  settled,  nnd  beautiful  country. 
Georgetown  is  a  quiet  littlo  homo  town, 
ns  much  western  ns  southern.  Tho 
Him  Gabriel  river  flows  through  the 
town,  and  tliero  is  some  pretty  river 
scenery  near  hero.  Austin  is  only 
thirty  miles  south.  I  hope  to  get  up 
to  Denton  nt  Thanksgiving  to  tho  Mus¬ 
ic  Tenchcr’s  meeting — Dean  Mcyor  is 
president  of  tho  Association,  nnd  I 
gather  from  hi.-i  attitude  tlint  it  would 
bo  well  for  me  lo  go  if  possible. 

“I  hnve  hoard  favorable  reports  of 
tho  work  in  Maryville  this  year,  and 
I  hope  Hint  it  may  bo  u  good  year  for 
tho  entire  school.

Study  Tour  of  West 

From  tlio  Los  Angeles  Times. 

Fifteen  students,  traveling  in  nuto- 
niobiles,  headed  by  Prof.  .T.  II.  Minin- 
ger  of  McPherson  college,  McPherson, 
Kns.,  visited  the  University  of  Red¬ 
lands  enmpus  on  their  trip  through. the 
western  and  southwestern  states  pn  .a- 
scientific  study  expedition.  They  wore 
met  and  shown  about  by  Prof  B.  E. 
Ebcl  of  the  university,  who  formerly 
taught  at  McPherson  college  and  is  a 
personal  friend  of  Professor  Miningcr. 

Mr.  Miningcr  is  a  professor  of  geol¬ 
ogy,  botany  nnd  zoology  at  McPherson 
and  is  heading  this  organized  trip  of 
students  in  their  studies,  for  which 
they  nro  receiving  fifteen  hours  of 
regular  college  credit  for  tlio  entire 
term  of  their  trip.  Thoy  carry  camp¬ 
ing  equipment  an  dstop  whenever  they 
desire  to  make  studies.  They  uso  text¬ 
books  and  have  regular  recitations  nnd 
do  their  laboratory  work,  right  on  the 
field. 

Their  route  was  through  Colorado, 
Wyoming,  Utah,  Arizona  and  Califor¬ 
nia,  during  which  timo  they  have  made 
studies  of  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Zion  Canyon,  Cedar  Breaks,  Bryco  Can¬ 
yon  and  the  Grand  Canyon.  In  Utah 
they  discovered  a  mica  crystal  that  is 
sixty  times  as  largo  as  any  yet  found 
in  the  United  States.  Their  return 
trip  will  take  them  through  Arizona, 

1  New  Mexico,  Texas  an  dotlier  Gulf 
states.  Their  formor  plans  included 
Mexico,  but,  duo  to  the  political  dis¬ 
turbance,  they  will  ho  unable  to  visit 
there.  Thoy  plan  to  return  to  Mc¬ 
Pherson  college  next  spring  in  time 
for  graduation  exercises.
